Washington, Oct. 29 (ZP)—Presi­ 
dent. John L. Lewis of the United 
Mine Workers prepared tonight to 
press his still unspecified wage 
demands on the government Fri­ 
day, amid some uncertainly over 
the nature of the negotiations. 
Fears of an immediate walkout 
of 400,000 miners had been stilled, 
however. 
There 
appeared no doubt in 
Lewis*, mind—at least for the time 
being—that the government rep­ 
resentatives 
would 
talk 
about 
wages, even though clouds had 
been raised by comments from 
Secretary of Interior J. A. Krug 
at Tahoe City. Calif. 
Two Versions D iffer 
Krug, who made the govern­ 
ment's contract with Lewis last [ 
May to end the spring strike, had 
i cisted this agreement lasted for 
the entire period of government 
possession of the mines and there­ 
fore could not be reopened now. 
When Krug took that position 
last week Lewis implied that the 
nation’s soft coal mines would 
shut down Friday, four days be­ 
fore the November 5 elections. 
Then Lewis yesterday released 
a wire from Krug saying that in 
reply to Lewis’ letter of October 
21 he w*as requesting a conference

Chicago, Oct. 39. i/Pt — Better 
grades of live beef animals under­ 
went a price decline of $1.00 to 
$2.00 a hundred pounds at Union 
stockyards today, 
and a govern­ 
ment market expert said it show­ 
ed effects of consumer resistance 
at the retail level. 
L. M. Wyatt, 
local representa­ 
tive of the department of agricul­ 
ture’s livestock branch, said beef 
pipelines to retail markets w?ere 
nearly filled, consumers were not 
buying so freely at recent 
high 
prices, and the livestock trade W’as 
bound to feel it in time.

production report for September,

output of most consumer goods. 
For example, shipments of sew­ 
ing machines increased 21 percent 
over the previous month; vacuum 
cleaners 12 per cent; refrigerators 
7 per cent; and electric irons 5 
per cent. 
Small declines were 
noted in washing machines, elec­ 
tric and gas ranges and radios, but 
this was attributed mostly to the 
fact there were three fewer work 
days in September than in August. 
While production continued high 
during September, Small’s rejiort 
, saw 
little 
hope for further in- 
i creases the rest of the year. 
This 
j is due partly to the stabilization of 
I s’teel production at 90 per cent of 
capacity, thus allowing no expan­ 
sion in output of machinery and 
equipment, the report said. 
Fur­ 
ther, it pointed out that in some 
industrial areas, 
operations are 
either at a practical capacity or 
as high as shortages of manpower 
and material w'ill permit.

W ashington— ( S S ) — Skeletons 
wanted: Folsom, Yuma or Sandia, 
preferably 
in 
good 
condition; 
must have identifying artifacts. 
That is the kind of classified ad 
that all researchers in American 
archaeology have been carrying 
in their mental columns for years. 
Thus far, unfortunately, they have 
not been able to find what they 
are looking for. 
Evidences are multiplying that 
this continent had a hum an popu­ 
lation as early as the end of the 
Ice 
Age, 
perhaps 
as 
long 
as 
25,000 
years 
ago. 
Skillfully 
wrought stone weapon points have 
been found with the bones of late 
Ice-Age animals. Buried hearths 
of charcoal have been excavated 
in caves of the Southwest, with 
more remains of the same ancient 
animals. Campsites 
have 
been 
discovered on dry desert terraces 
that 
were 
once the beaches of 
lakes that have long since vanish­ 
ed. 
Produced Good Weapons 
Most of the stone artifacts are 
points of darts or javelins. Who­ 
ever these people were, they lived 
before the bow was invented, and 
hunted (and perhaps fought) with 
hand-flung 
spears. 
But 
their 
workmanship was by no means 
crude; 
on 
the contrary, a good 
Folsom or Yuma point compares 
favorably with the best weapons 
produced by the skilled, artistic 
Cro-Magnon hunters who lived in 
southwestern Europe at about the 
same time. 
Latest of these finds consider­ 
ably extends the known range of 
ancient American hunters, for it 
consists of a 
chipped 
obsidis/i 
point nestled close to the skull of 
a giant elephant, buried in the 
soil of what was once a marshy 
lake shore at Tepexpan, 20 miles 
northeast of Mexico City. 
The 
find was made by Sr. A. V. R. 
Arellano of the Geological Insti­ 
tute of the University of Mexico, 
and has been confirmed by Dr. 
Helmut de Terra of the C a rn v ie 
Institution 
of 
Washington. 
Dr. 
Henry Field of the Chicago M u­ 
seum of Natural History, and Dr. 
Pedro 
Bosch 
Gimpera, Spanish 
prehistorian. 
Dr. Kirk Bryan, Harvard Uni­ 
versity 
geologist, 
agrees with a 
number of his Mexican colleagues 
in 
identifying 
the formation in 
which the bones were buried as 
“Becerra”, belonging to the inter­ 
val between the end of the Ice 
Age and the beginning of geoligi- 
| cally recent times. In years, its 
age ranges 
between 25,000 and 
7,000. 
Exciting though’ it is, however, 
this discovery is still in the same 
class with those already made in 
our own Southwest: bones of ex­ 
tinct animals associated with an 
undoubted m an-m ade weapon, In 
such a position that it seems rea- 


sonable to assume that the animal 
had been wounded by the weapon. 
The large number of mammoth 
bones found at the new site, in­ 
deed, suggests that a whole herd 
of the elephants had been driven, 
perhaps by human hunters, per­ 
haps by wolves, to the marshy 
lake 
shore, 
where they bogged 
down and perished. 
So the hunt for the skeleton of 
an ancient American hunter must 
go on. Now 
that the field has 
been 
widened, 
Mexico may vie 
with 
the 
United States for the 
honor of first turning up a human 
burial with a Folsom or a Yuma 
point in its bony hand—or maybe 
between its ribs. 
25.000 Years Old 
In the meantime, further evi­ 
dence for the high antiquity of 
man in America has been added 
in California. 
A short time ago, 
nine skeletons

EM RADIO SETS 
TO COME SOON 


No Further Changes In 
Wavelengths 
Are 
Planned 


Washington— Because the Fed­ 
eral Communications Commission 
has decided to make no further 
changes in the wavelengths as­ 
signed to FM (frequency modula­ 
tion) 
radio 
broadcasting, watch 
for these developments: 
Manufacturers will start making 
FM sets for the general public. 
Radio 
broadcasters 
will build 
and erect transmitters. 
Until the freezing of the FM 
frequencies, m anufacturers were 
i afraid to start m anufacturing and 
broadcasters were not sure what 
kind of stations to build. 
FM 
broadcasting differs from 
the standard kind mainly because 
it operates on very high frequen­ 
cy portions of the radio spectrum. 
The principal advantages of these 
frequencies is that they are prac­ 
tically stat ic-free. 
The range of 
FM stations is the same day and 
night, but the range is limited un­ 
der ordinary conditions to about 
IOO miles. 
Frequency modulation was de­ 
veloped 
before the war. 
There 
are now over 60 FM broadcasting 
stations, and nearly 600 more have 
been outhorized by the FCC. The 
band now assigned by the FCC to 
FM broadcasting is from 88 to 108 
megacycles.

Makes Rags-To-Riches Epic 


Detroit, Mich.—The story of the 
Michigan Centtul, now a roaring I 
giant at the age of IOO, has all the i 
elements of a Hollywood epic. 
Its success story was built upon j 
the wreck of an experiment in ! 
Government ownership and oper­ 
ation of railroads and canals. 
Its drama was tie-by-tie and I 
spike-bv-spike race with a com- I 
pcting road in the wild new ter- i 
ritory reaching to Chicago in the 
heart of the Midwest. 
Its cast of characters included ■ 
a great statesman, a future Presi­ 
dent of the United States, an am - I 
bitious and farsighted young law - ! 
yer, and Chinese mandarins. 
Story Retold 
That story was retold this week i 
at a centennial banquet in the j 
Hotel Book-Cadillac attended by j 
more than 700 civic, business, and 
industrial leaders. 
Michigan was still a territory 
IOO years ago. 
Immigrants and 
settlers were pouring in and the 
influx created a demand for new 
modes of transportation. 
In 1830 the Territorial Legisla­ 
ture 
began 
granting 
railroad 
charters. 
Between then and 1836 Michi­ 
gan experienced a land boom. The 
population jumped 600 per cent. 
In 1837 Michigan became a State, 
with 
the 
youthful 
Stevens 
T. 
Mason as first Governor, 
Mason, with typical fervor, put 
through a bill appropriating $5,- 
000,000 to construct several canals 
and three railroads. 
Made Good Wagon Road 
The Northern Railroad hardly 
got started. 
After some grading 
and 
grubbing, it was converted 
into a “good and passable wagon 
road.” 
The 
Southern 
Michigan 
kept 
going, but was a losing venture 
financially. 
The 
Central 
Michigan, whose 
terminus was Dearborn, had the 
best chance for success. Gradually 
it 
pushed 
across 
the State—to 
Ypsilanti, 
Ann 
Arbor, 
Dexter, 
Jackson, Albion, Marshall, Battle 
Creek, and Kalamazoo. 
It was then February, 1946. and 
the state had poured $2,000,000 
into the Central Michigan. 
The 
railroad’s 
returns 
had 
reached a peak of $75,000 in 1942. 
Three years later expenses w ere 
eating up earnings and in 1846 the 
net profit was a mere $600. 
State Gives Up 
In March of that year the State 
threw in the sponge and ordered 
the Southern Michigan and Cen­ 
tral Michigan sold. 
The Southern went for $500,000, 
but “takers” for the Central were 
few and cautious. 
One of Detroit’s citizens was 
James F. Joy, a 
young 
lawyer 
with more time than clients. 
While others viewed the Cen­ 
tral Michigan as a disreputable, 
profitless, and unpromising msti-

Chicago at that time refused to 
allow’ railroads from the East to j 
enter. 
The Michigan Central circum- j 
vented this by ferrying its passen­ 
gers by steamer from New Buffalo 1 
to Chicago. The plan worked so » 
well it was duplicated on the east 
j 
end, with overnight trips between 
Buffalo, N. Y., and Detroit. 
First East-West Link 
Thus, the Michigan Central be­ 
came the first rail link between 
the East and Chicago. 
For two years Joy struggled to 
get his railroad into Chicago. The 
Southern 
Michigan was making 
a like effort. 
The race between 
the two became an epic. 
Joy, in one of his attempts to 
defeat the obstinate Chicagoans, 
engaged a youthful lawyer, Abra­ 
ham Lincoln. Not a sign of things 
to come, Lincoln failed In his ef­ 
forts. 
Finally, Joy squeezed through 
a bill that opened the way. The 
Michigan C entral’s first trains en­ 
tered Chicago in May, 1852, Just 
one day before those of the South­ 
ern Michigan. 
Bitter enemies then, the Michi­ 
gan Central and Southern Michi­ 
gan are industrial brothers now 
in the powerful family of the New 
York Central system. 
The Michigan Central’s entry 
into Chicago w’as the signal for the 
road’s subsequent prosperity and 
success. 
For years it served as a funnel 
through which poured thousands 
of immigrants who moved to set­ 
tle the great West. And for years 
it held undisputed title to the best 
route for freight between the At­ 
lantic 
Seaboard 
and mid-conti­ 
nent points. 
The pen of time has inscribed 
the name of Michigan Central in 
the nation’s record as one of the 
great railroads.

In his speech to the people an- | 
nouncing the end of meat ration- * 
ing President Truman 
reminded 
the livestock and meat 
industry 
of its "definite promise” that re­ 
moving controls w-ould 
bring to 
market meat at reasonable prices. 
The American housewife can— 
and probably will—see that 
the 
promise is kept. 
For a few’ weeks after the re­ 
tu rn of meat, housewives, cooking 
for families who are more meat- 
h u n g r y than they have ever been 
in w’hat w e used to refer 
to 
as 
"this land of plenty,” may splurge 
on meat without regard to keeping 
within their food budgets. 
But the housewives of 
America 
can’t and won’t continue to spend 
lavishly on any one food item. 
They have already proved that. 
Let butter go sky high and 
they 
start doing their owm 
rationing 
within the family circle. 
And they’ll do it 
with meat. 
They can perform a 
few’ 
tricks 
with meat substitutes even now. 
And, while a meal built around 
a pot roast may be simpler to pre­ 
pare and more satisfying than a 
meal built around a meatless dish 
—housewives are, on the whole, a 
pretty thrifty lot. 
They don’t in­ 
tend to be gyped w’hen they 
can 
help it. 
There’s a Price Limit 
So let meat 
prices 
skyrocket 
and W'omen will cut 
down 
on 
meat. When the housewife makes 
up her mind that a price is "just 
plain silly,”

creature.

faction out of not buying 
some­ 
thing W’hich is available but pric­

Catholic Bishops See 
Decay In German Home 


By EDWIN SHANK!. 
Berlin, 
Oct. 
.«!—UP)— Divorce, 
which the catholic Bishops of G er­ 
many described as a sign “of de­ 
cay and decadence of a people,’’ 
has increased to such proportions 
in Germany that in some popula­ 
tion centers, such as Berlin, di­ 
vorces now exceed marriages. 
Comparing registry office fig­ 
ures 
from 
the collapse of Nazi 
Germany to the end of June, 1946. 
the Berlin Press found that there 
were 
3.429 
more divorces than 
marriages in Berlin. 
From November to the end ol 
last July, 24,465 divorce suits were 
filed in Berlin. 
This figure “exceeds by far the 
sharp upward curve of divorcee 
after the first World w’ar,” the 
Berlin 
Press 
said. “The courts 
cannot 
handle 
the 
rush. Only 
6,056 ca'-es have been handled so 
far and many w-on’t be able to be 
heard until 1947 despite the fact 
that 50 new judges are beinR in­ 
stalled." 
Analyzing the situation, which 
German catholic bishops said ii 
a recent pastoral letter was “ter­ 
rifying”, the Berlin Press found 
the following basic causes for the 
high divorce rate: 
1—Lack of men in the m arri­ 
ageable age. 
2—Shortage of places and op­ 
portunities for young couples to 
meet. 
3—During 
the 
war, 
womer 
married a uniform and now they 
can’t get used to their husbands 
as laborers or craftsmen. 
4—Hitler
